And, 2. That.no addition of title or pention 
can recommend a pericn to the favour, who 
has not deferved them in the opinion of his 
country. 

What were the reafons for Tully’s remark to 
Brutus on this fubject may be ealily underftoud. | 
He lived at a time that luxury and corruption | 
threatened the Republic of Kome with ruin; 
and every poft of honour, truft and profit was 
facrificed to ambition, luxury and avarice. 
When means were found to ,obtain triumphs | 
and rewards by’men who were contriving the | 
ruin of their country ; or, who employed the 
teuit repoied in them, by their conitituents, to 
defend public liberty in the Senate, in ways and 
means to oppreils them; or proitituted the in- 
tereit and arms of the Republic to their o 

Ten thoufand dirge’s have been fung, in fi- 
lence, to Wolfe’s immortal renown: and many 
a heart has built his monument, whoie puile 
could not furnifh a flambeaux to his funeral.—

the Englith manner, with the fir cut, at five

A mistortune, not confined to the Roman 
- State alone in its degeneracy ; but, like a gan- 
grene, it {pread over every conititution, when

_ unavoidable accident. For which we need only 
appeal to the lofs of reputation, the decay of 
trade, the arbitrary power in thofe kingdoms, 
where merit has been difregarded, and tiles 
and penfions dealt indifcriminately to the en- 
gines and tools of a juxurious, cifeminate, and 
yrannical Miniltry. 3 

On the contrary, nothing can be a greater 
indication of a flourithing ftate, than where 
juch only are raifed to honours and preferment 
who have convinced their fellow fubjects, by 
their a¢tions, that they are capable and deter- 

- gnined to promote the intereit and glory of their 
; country. 

We now rejoice‘in the happy effects of thofe 
meafures, which, without any regard to party 
or private intereit, fill the commiflions with 
able and honeft men, and provide honours and 
rewards for their encouragement in well-doing. 

Honours and reaards have been decreed to 
the brave and virtuous chiefs, with the appro- 
bation of all, that love their King and country. 

How did London proclaim her joy and ap- 
probation of tlie mighty deeds, and thew her 
good-will towards thofe brave fellows, by fea 
and Jand, to whom the fucceffes of this ever 
memorable year is to be afcribed ? and I dare 
fay, there is not a village, a parifh, or hamlet, 
ever fo obfcure, which has not copied the joys 
of the metropolis.
